A SEX offender who fled to Africa 
to escape justice has been sen¬ 
tenced to 12 years behind bars. 

Ian Duncan McLeod- 
McLean, 48, was due to 
stand trial for offences 
against three Maidstone 
girls in 2008. 

But just before he was 
due to make a plea relating 
to charges of sex abuse, 

McLeod-McLean, of 

Canterbury Road, Ashford, 
flew to Sierra Leone where 
he spent two years living 
rough as an illegal immi¬ 
grant. While in Africa he 
suffered a serious bout of 
malaria and was hospitalised. It was discov¬ 
ered by the Sierra Leone authorities he was in 
the country illegally and British embassy staff 
told them he was wanted for a string of crimes. 

He was deported and arrested at Heathrow 
airport on his return to the UK. 

At a hearing last month, McLeod-McLean 
pleaded guilty to 20 counts of sexual abuse 
and not guilty to three others. 

At his sentencing on Friday at Maidstone 
Crown Court, the hearing was told the former 
driving instructor, employed by the Army, 
began the abuse in 1995. It then escalated to a 
series of serious offences in 2006-07. 

His partner had also become aware he was 
viewing child pornography on the internet and 
found images of his abuse on a memory card.

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Teen dies after 
cold spreads to 
brain infection

TRIBUTES have poured 
in for a teenager who died 
of a brain infection just two 
days after catching a cold. 

Danielle Brooker, 18, from 
B arming, complained of feeling 
unwell and having a headache 
before her condition deteriorated. 

She died on October 22, at Kings 
College Hospital in London having 
been transferred there from 
Maidstone. 

Medics said that it was ‘extremely 
rare’ for a virus like a common cold 
to become so complicated that it 
spreads to the brain and leads to 
death. 

A tributes group on social net¬ 
working site Facebook was created 
almost instantly, and more than 
1,200 people have joined to leave 
their messages of condolence. 

On the site, Sharon Pemberthy 
said: “R.I.P gal, it is a shame to see 
such a young, pretty person go 
again, why is it that god always has 
to take the good people?” 

Donna Kernick said: “Haven’t 
written to you on here yet - it seems 
silly, like you’re going to walk 
through the door any minute. 

“I don’t want to write on here, I 
want to chat at my back door over 
one of your roll-ups.” 

Danielle, who was studying to 
become a beauty therapist, had reg¬ 
istered as an organ donor, donating 
her lungs, liver and kidneys. 

Lilly McPhee said: “Just out of 
respect I felt I should post this. 

“I didn’t know you, but from what 
I’ve seen, you were a truly remark¬ 
able girl. 

“You are being read about world¬ 
wide and you’ve saved three peo¬ 
ple’s lives, that is an incredible 
achievement! You have inspired

many people to become organ 
donors.” 

The former Astor of Hever pupil 
leaves her brother Daniel, 22, and 
mother Sharon Brooker. 

On the site, Daniel said: “Danielle, 
we have grown up together and I 
feel the luckiest man alive to have 
known you. I am still so numb and 
cannot believe this is real. 

“I never realised how much I 
loved you until you were gone! 

“It is eating at me knowing I can¬ 
not find the words to express how I 
feel. I am so glad I was there before 
you went off to help save three 
other people’s lives. Night, night sis, 
sweet dreams.” 

Friends of the teenager have 
organised a disco at Babylon night¬ 
club in King Street, Maidstone, to 
help pay for her funeral, which will 
be held at St Michael’s Church in 
Tonbridge Road, Maidstone, on 
Monday, November 8.

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IMP'S constituency base 

destroyed by huge fire

A DEVASTATING fire at the offices 
of Mid Kent and Faversham MP 
Hugh Robertson, which destroyed 
important constituency documents, 
means he must “start from scratch.” 

The late-night blaze wrecked the building 
and melted computers, burned paperwork and 
destroyed important files. 

It is believed the fire started in the ironmon¬ 
ger’s shop below the MP’s office in Faversham 
Road, Lenham, at 3.45am on Thursday, October 
28. 

The Conservative sports minister said: “The 
fire on Thursday morning completely destroyed 
our offices. The heat was so intense that it 
destroyed not only all the files and paperwork 
but also the computers and machinery. 

“Some of the computer records are backed up 
but, realistically, we have to start over again.” 

Six teams of firefighters from Maidstone, 
Sittingbourne and Faversham tackled the 
flames and had to evacuate a number of resi¬ 
dents from neighbouring houses as the inferno 
threatened to spread. 

Fire crews also had to remove a number of 
gas bottles from a storeroom behind the shop. 

Police arrived to cordon off the street at both 
ends and it remained closed into the following 
day as firefighters finally put out the fire at the 
constituency headquarters. 

Mr Robertson added: “All the letters and cor¬ 
respondence for last week and this week has 
been lost and there will be disruption whilst we 



find new offices and get started again. We will 
do this as fast as possible but, in the meantime, 
it would help enormously if constituents could 
only contact us if it is a real emergency.” 

Firefighters and police were still in the village 
at noon on the Friday as children on half term 
and residents watched the clear-up operation. 

A neighbour said: “I heard sirens last night 
but I didn’t expect to find what I did this morn¬ 
ing. You never expect it to be that bad.” 

The cause of the blaze is still being investigat¬ 
ed by the Kent Fire and Rescue Service.

£ 16 m cuts to 
fire service 
'will cost lives' 

A £16 MILLION savings plan at Kent 
Fire and Rescue Service may result in 
more lives being lost, union chiefs have 
warned. 

Proposals by the service’s governing 
body include closing stations and cutting 
admin posts, to tackle annual spending 
cuts of £4 million for four years. 

Firefighters will also stop responding 
to every automatic fire alarm (AFA) from 
2012, unless somebody calls to report a 
blaze or the property is high risk. 

The authority has defended the plan, 
stating that in the past seven years 
crews attended 42,848 calls to AFAs, of 
which only 613 were actual fires. 

But the Fire Brigade Union says the 
proposed cut is dangerous and that there 
needs to be improvements to commercial 
building standards before making the 
decision. 

Union representative Jim Parrott also 
criticised plans to reduce the number of 
stations, claiming it could increase 
response time. 

“What Kent has said in this report is 
their community fire safety schemes are 
driving down fire, which allows them to 
cut response standards,” he said, “but 
there is no direct evidence to prove this.” 

But Cllr Keith Ferrin, chairman of 
Kent and Medway Fire and Rescue 
Authority’s policy and performance com¬ 
mittee, said the public should not be wor¬ 
ried about any changes. 

“The fact is Kent Fire never stands 
still and never has done,” he said. “Its job 
is to respond to constantly-changing 
risks and deliver the best service, at the 
best price, for local taxpayers.” 

“We must help the public understand 
that their safety does not depend on a 
fire station on every comer.” 


Judge praises 
abuse victims

Sentencing McLeod-McLean, 
Judge John Statman said: “The 
level of sexual degradation was 
considerable. You suffered sexual 
abuse yourself as a child. Your 
offences mirror that and you were 
aware of the impact your actions 
would have on your victims.” 

McLeod-McLean, whose 

youngest victim was nine years old, 
is expected to serve six years in jail. 

He will be on the sex offenders’ 
register for life, and was issued 
with a Sexual Prevention Order 
meaning he cannot work with chil¬ 
dren or use the internet except for 
work, or possess a video camera. 

Detective Chief Inspector Simon 
Wilson, from Maidstone police, 
said: “Nothing will bring back the 
innocence this man stole from 
these girls. 

“His campaign of abuse and ter¬ 
ror stretched over more than 10 
years. The mental scars will endure 
for the rest of his victims’ lives. 

“He compounded his crimes by 
fleeing the country before he could 
stand trial, leaving the victims 
wondering if they would ever find 
justice.” 

Judge Statman praised McLeod- 
Mclean’s victims, who were in 
court, for their bravery in going to 
the police and hoped the sentence 
would give them some form of clo¬ 
sure. 


New hospital ready 
ahead of schedule 


THOUSANDS of patients will get to 
experience the new Pembury 
Hospital months ahead of schedule. 

Approval has been given by the 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust for the move to start in 
January, rather than the scheduled 
September 2011 start date. 

This means that Pembury’s outpa¬ 
tient clinics and specialist services, 
including the MRI scanning team, 
will move in to the new building in 
two months time. 

A Trust spokesman added: “The 
plans mean patients will be able to 
visit their clinics in the new hospital 
setting earlier than planned and will 
not have to navigate their way to old 
buildings at the top site during dem¬ 
olition works. They will also be able 
to experience the new facilities the 
hospital has to offer.” 

The early transfer from the old 
hospital will also bring forward 
plans for its demolition. 

Landscaping of the grounds will 
follow to provide improvements to 
parking for visitors and staff. 

Jonathan Abbott, the new hospi¬ 
tal’s project director for Laing 
O’Rourke, said: “We are honoured to 
be working with the Trust to deliver 
the new Pembury Hospital. 

“I’m hugely proud of our team for 



the dedication and professionalism 
shown throughout the construction 
process so far. We look forward to 
continuing our work and completing 
the transformation of the facilities.” 

The extra services moving from 
the old Pembury site to the new hos¬ 
pital in January 2011 include gener¬ 
al outpatients, ophthalmology and 
rheumatology, nuclear medicine, the 
MRI scanner, phlebotomy, pharmacy 
and the pain service. 

The Pembury move is still at the 
centre of much controversy as 
Maidstone residents and councillors 
fight to keep maternity services in 
the county town. 

MP Helen Grant and local parents 
are campaigning to keep the full 
birthing facility at Maidstone 
Hospital, despite NHS bosses look¬ 
ing to move them to Pembury.

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Court blows the whistle on ref 
who claimed disability benefits 


A REFEREE has been given a red 
card by the courts after claiming 
incapacity cash despite taking 
charge of 38 football matches. 

Christopher Hodgson, 49, of Norfolk Road, 
Maidstone, was caught refereeing on camera 
three times while receiving money from the 
Government. 

Hodgson, who wore his Kent FA tracksuit top 
into Maidstone Magistrates Court, was ordered 
to pay back the £10,255 he had received. 

The father of three has been diagnosed with 
osteoporosis and osteoarthritis, backed up in court 
by a doctor’s note, but continued to earn money 
through the Maidstone District Football League. 

Fiona Green, representing, explained to magis¬ 
trates that although Hodgson had some days he 
was “unable to walk” he also has days where he

can do a lot more. 

Hodgson, who also has an adopted 17-year-old 
daughter, had claimed he was incapable of work 
and “needed personal care” as well as someone to 
make meals for him. 

But in accordance with doctors advice on the 
degenerative illness, Hodgson said he wanted to 
‘keep as fit as possible” to avoid “ending up in a 
wheelchair”. 

The part time referee was forced to retire from 
his previous job as a civilian tyre fitter for the 
army because of his condition. 

Mrs Green added that Hodgson could cope 
occasionally with extra recreation and did not 
deliberately flout the law. She also said the defen¬ 
dant had pleaded guilty at the earliest possible 
moment in the court process and had never been 


in trouble with the law before. 

During the 2006-07 season, Hodgson refereed 
10 games, the following year he took charge of 20 
and in the latest season he was in the centre cir¬ 
cle for eight matches. 

Although Hodgson has already started paying 
back the money, magistrates said that the three 
year period in which the defendant kept earning 
was an “aggravating factor in their decision”. 

Hodgson received a three month curfew order 
forcing him to stay at home between 7am to 7pm. 
He will also pay £100 in costs and continue to pay 
back the benefits he gained. 

Lord Freud, minister for welfare reform, said: 
“Benefit thieves are costing the taxpayer almost 
£1 billion per year. This money is intended to help 
those in need, not line the pockets of criminals. 

“We will continue to tackle this problem at the 
frontline but also at the root by reforming the 
benefits system to make it less open to abuse.”

Rural robbers target 
crops and machinery

FARMERS are gearing up for a 
long winter but this year they are 
not just battling the elements. 

Robbers have been stealing both crops and 
machinery, leaving Maidstone farmers thou¬ 
sands of pounds out of pocket. These thieves are 
now being targeted by police and farmers using 
extra defences in the dark. 

Following a spate of hay thefts in early 
autumn, officers have been visiting rural areas 
offering help to protect farms from criminals. 

A number of forensic solution kits have 
been given to farmers to mark up tractors and 
other machinery. The solution, which is invisi¬ 
ble to the naked eye, is detectable under ultra 
violet light, making it easy for police to identify 
stolen items. It can then be linked back to a par¬ 
ticular crime scene. 

John Jordan, the director of the Kent Life 
farm in Maidstone, was one of those farmers 
visited. He said: “They came out to us and were 
very helpful. It is really important to take care 
because some machineiy is extremely expensive. 

“A good tractor can cost up to £100,000 
although we don’t have any here. Farmers are 
always worried about people who may try to 
steal large machinery.

“There is a market for stealing and selling 
parts. We have heard of tractor parts being 
transferred to third world countries.” 

Mr Jordan, who has been in charge of Kent 
Life farm for five years, has put in new gates to 
make it difficult for people to drive onto the 


land, while other farmers in the area have even 
put up CCTV around their premises. 

Fortunately the Kent Life site hasn’t experi¬ 
enced any more thefts since two large and 
expensive hay bales were stolen in August. 

Police have created a check list for rural com¬ 
munities to guard against intruders. 

These included fitting removable cattle grids 
and locking posts to obstruct large openings, as 
well as keeping ditches dug and maintaining 
hedges and fencing. 

PC Marc Pennicott, rural partnership officer, 
said: “We are aware that due to the high tem¬ 
peratures and low rainfall, farmers have only 
been able to get one crop of hay a year, instead 
of the usual two. As a result, hay has become a 
commodity and therefore attractive to the crim¬ 
inal fraternity. 

“Most farms are easy to get to, making total 
security impossible, but a lot can still be done to 
reduce the risks. 

“In addition, farmers in Lenham and 
Headcom can now sign up to the Maidsafe 
Scheme, giving them a two-way radio which 
will put them in instant contact with 
Maidstone town centre CCTV unit should they 
witness any suspicious behaviour.

Gary Wright considers the changing face of the poppy appeal and how we remember the fallen 



REMEMBRANCE Sunday is next 
weekend and the poppies are out in force 
but this year there’s a cool new poppy: 
one with a sticky back. 

Genius. After 65 years modem tech has at last got 
rid of that bloody pin to hold the poppy in our lapels. 

Get one today. Do it now (the sticky one costs the 
same as the pin on one) and they set off all manner of 
autumn clothing really well... oh yes, and it 
demonstrates you remember and you care. 

Actually hands up everyone who thought I was 
going talk about the purple poppy. What you’ve not 
heard of the purple poppy? You wear with pride to 
remember all the animals that lost their lives and 
suffered in human conflict. 

Did you also know that in this country, which does 
war memorials pretty well, there is a memorial to all 
the animals that died in conflicts around the world on 
the Park Lane side of Hyde Park? 

Now, I don’t want to say those animals should have 
died in vain, but line them up alongside the chickens 
and pigs that ‘suffer’ to get the food on my table each 
day and I reckon the memorial (£2 million in 2004) 
may be a bit over the top. 

On Sunday I will make an effort to remember all 
those who gave their lives for my country. 

I’m approaching 50, well it’s quite a way off actually, 
and I believe I am the last generation for whom our 


parents, grandparents and relatives used the Second 
World War as a reference point. They simply called it 
“The War” (“The Great War” was 1914-18, of course). 

We kids knew about it, yet it was the olden days to 
me (I was born 17 years after the end of The War, an 
eternity when you are a child) 

In these inclusive times we are encouraged to 
remember all our servicemen in other conflicts like 
Korea and the Falklands. But while I admire the 
work of our servicemen even now in Afghanistan, 
that’s not what “Poppy Day” is about. 

This was about Armistice Day, the War to End All 
Wars and it was easy for a still reeling British public 
to include the Second World War. 

Today a charity like Help for Heroes does brilliant 
work, so the need for the money that goes to the 
British Legion from poppy sales must diminish. 

So, the poppy’s day is probably numbered as a fund¬ 
raiser - but it performs a secondary, important role. 

Too many people moan that our country lacks an 
identity, that it is being diluted by multi-culturalism, 
that we don’t have a clear idea of the meaning of 
being British. Surely the poppy symbolises it still? 

And so the poppy brings us together as a nation 
every November to celebrate that we have stood up to 
tyranny when others have capitulated or rolled over. 

In that cause millions have given their lives to 
enable us to live as we do today, and we should never 
forget them. And that must be a reason to celebrate.

Mobile cameras help 
save lives 

As this year’s Remembrance 
Sunday approaches, Animal Aid is 
distributing tens of thousands of its 
increasingly popular purple poppy. 

Introduced five years ago, the 
purple poppy is specially produced 
to mark the terrible suffering 
animals endure as a consequence of 
human conflict. It can be worn 
alongside the traditional red, or 
white, ones as a reminder that both 
humans and animals have been - 
and continue to be - victims of war. 

Throughout the history of human 
conflicts animals have been used as 
messengers, for detection, scouting 
and rescue, as beasts of burden and 
on the frontline. 

They have been used for 
companionship in the trenches and 
continue to be subjected to warfare 
experiments in laboratories. 
Thousands of animals suffer and 
die each year in weapons research 
conducted in secret Ministry of 
Defence laboratories. 

Although millions of animals 
have lost their lives as a result 
of human conflict, they are 
rarely mentioned in the 
remembrance ceremonies. 

For years we have commemorated 
the human victims of war and 
overlooked the impact that 
worldwide conflicts have had on 
animals. Now, it’s time to redress 
the balance. By wearing a purple 
poppy - alongside the traditional 
red one - we will finally be 
acknowledging that millions of 
animals have been drafted into 
conflicts not of their making 
and have lost their lives as a 
result. Remembering them is 
the least we can do.

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Media boss treks 
ancient Peru to 


aid kids'

NEWSPAPER boss Paul Stannard 
took time out from making 
boardroom decisions to see what 
life is like in one of the most remote 
and historic places on earth. 

As part of a drive to raise funds for Dave 
Lee’s Happy Holidays and children’s hospice 
Demelza House, he trekked through the 
rainforest of Peru, along mountain trails, 
across wide rivers and lakes before ending up 
in the fabled lost city of the Incas - Machu 
Picchu. 

On the way, he encountered piranhas, 
tarantulas, battled altitude sickness and 
witnessed the ravages of a jungle storm. 

“Children’s charities in Kent are something 
KOS has been involved with for six years and 
I felt it was time I did something myself,” said 
Mr Stannard, part of a group of 14 trekkers. 

The trip followed the ancient trail of the 
Incas and at one point the group found 
themselves on a rickety structure erected 
200ft up, looking down on the canopy of the 


charities 


rainforest. 

The group were shown an insect which can 
stun a tarantula before laying its eggs in the 
deadly spider, and at night listened in tents to 
the sounds of the jungle creatures. 

One of the main dangers of trekking in the 
Peruvian rainforest at altitude is fierce 
thunderstorms. 

“The weather can change so quickly,” said 
Mr Stannard, who described his journey as 
“very emotional” and the final descent into the 
ruins of the former Native American 
civilization as “overwhelming”. 

“When you climb the Sun Gate and look 
down on the city everybody gets emotional.” 

Mr Stannard said his trek gave him some 
new perspectives. 

“It made me think about the people I was 
doing it for, about my family and life in 
general,” he said. 

“The local people are a hardy lot, maybe they 
haven’t as much as others in some ways but 
they are always cheerful. 

“The first couple of days were fine but later 
on I started thinking What on earth am I 
doing?’. But now I’m back I think it was a 
fantastic experience.”

Rail fare increases 
'could cost Kent 
MPs their seats' 

A PASSENGER group has warned MPs 
they could lose their seats at the next 
general election, after the Government 
increased the cap on rail pricing. 

The Campaign for Better Transport 
commissioned a national poll which 
revealed 74 per cent of commuters were 
likely to switch their support away from 
parties that agreed to an increase with¬ 
in the current pricing formula. 

But Chancellor George Osborne 
announced in the spending review that 
the current cap of one per cent plus the 
Retail Price Increase (RPI) was going up 
to three per cent plus inflation. 

It means most fares could be 37 per 
cent higher by the next general election. 

In Kent, rail operator Southeastern 
already has the flexibility to increase 
fares by inflation plus three per cent, due 
to a four-year franchise agreement, but 
now, passengers will now miss out on the 
long-awaited break from high increases 
due to start in 2012. 

By 2015 a season ticket from 
Gillingham to London, for example, 
could cost £5,236, up £1,428. 

Alexandra Woodsworth, of The 
Campaign for Better Transport, said: 
“Passengers have been promised ‘fair 
fares’ by the Government, and now 
many could be paying hundreds if not 
thousands of pounds more for their sea¬ 
son tickets in just a few years’ time.” 

Tory MPs in marginal seats in Kent 
have been pushing for fair pricing. These 
include Rehman Chishti, MP for 
Gillingham and Rainham, and 
Rochester and Strood’s representative 
Mark Reckless. 


WITH thousands of British service¬ 
men risking their lives in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, this year’s poppy 
appeal is as important as ever. 

With a large number of the fallen and injured 
soldiers coming from Kent, the appeal, for 
many, is even more poignant. 

The county’s Royal British Legion has also 
revealed more people than ever are turning to 
the organisation for help. 

On Thursday, under the motto “For their 
sake, pin on a poppy”, representatives from the 
charity urged people to honour the fallen and 
show support for the wounded and bereaved. 

Young representatives from active serving 
units joined 90-year-old veterans, who were 
driven to County Hall in a fleet of vintage cars, 
to remember all the lives lost and families 
affected by war. 

The event, hosted by Kent County Council 
chairman Cllr Bill Hayton, also celebrated the 
start of the Royal British Legion’s 90th 
anniversary, which has been supporting some 
of the Kent veterans since they were just 19.

During the ceremony, the veterans and 
newly-recruited servicemen were formally pre¬ 
sented with some of the first poppies of the 
2012 appeal. 

Geoff Simpson, the Royal British Legion in 
Kent’s manager, said funds raised through the 
appeal will provide support for injured service¬ 
men and bereaved families trying to move on 
with their lives. 

“During Remembrance tide, we will honour 
the memory of those who have died,” he said. 

“We will not forget the living, and those who 
have had their lives shattered by dreadful 
wounding, or the loss of a loved one. 

“The funds raised through our annual poppy 
appeal help provide emotional and financial 
support for those servicemen and their families 
who are trying to rebuild their lives. 

“In Kent we can see that this need for support 
is greater than ever. 

“A rapidly increasing number of people are 
turning to the legion for support, like a young 
ex-serviceman, who was living in a tent with 



his family as they were homeless.” 

Mr Simpson said through the generosity of 
the public the charity was able to find them 
accommodation. 

He added: “For their sake, and many like 
them, please pin on a poppy.” 

The Royal British Legion spends more than 
£200,000 a day on providing support and wel¬ 
fare for the Armed Forces. 

This year the legion will spend more than £72 
million helping more than 160,000 serving and 
ex-serving Armed Forces personnel and their 
families.

POSITIVE economic statistics on 
the back of the austere yet palatable 
agenda set by the Government’s 
Comprehensive Spending Review 
(CSR) have given confidence to Kent 
business leaders. 

Figures up to the end of September show two 
consecutive quarters of UK growth above what 
had been forecast, meaning that even if the UK 
economy now marks time to the end of 2010, it 
will still outpace forecasts. 

And High Street sales - a barometer of 
consumer confidence - have been higher for 
October than a year ago. But while this draws 
some of the sting of the CSR cuts, county busi¬ 
nesses now want to hear how the Government 
will stimulate further growth. 

Regional Institute of Directors’ (IoD) chair¬ 
man Chris Dodson said “clear and concise prac¬ 
tical proposals” were needed “to make it easier 
for firms to employ people, not make it harder”. 

The IoD’s regional director Rodger Broad 
also called on the Government to recognise the 
economic power and influence of the South East 
including Kent. 

He said: “It is imperative the countiy plays to

its strengths and, economically, that is the South 
East. While we are not calling on the Government 
to stop supporting businesses in the other 
regions, the South East is better placed to benefit 
quicker from the upturn. Positive discrimination 
in favour of other regions will hold back recovery.” 

Highlighting that only London and the South 
East are net contributors to the Government’s 
tax coffers, Mr Broad added: “Government 


spending cuts are only half of the solution, the 
other half is how to help businesses grow and 
create jobs which in turn will increase the tax 
take and reduce welfare expenditure.” 

And growth also headed Thames Gateway 
Chamber of Commerce’s post-CSR agenda; 
director Paul Price said the review had under¬ 
lined the UK was a safe investment, but “we 
now wait to see a strategy for growth”. However, 
he was disappointed to see cuts in training. 

“If the private sector is to create the jobs to 
drive this recovery it is essential that govern¬ 
ment can deliver the basic skills employers need. 

“We are also disappointed the budget for 
export promotion has taken such a substantial 
hit when politicians say they want a rebalanced 
UK economy. British companies will be left in a 
weaker position compared to competitors from 
other trading nations,” he addded. 

On the other hand, the IoD remains uncon¬ 
cerned by fears in some quarters that making 
deep cuts to bring down the debt faster risked 
pitching the country into a a double-dip reces¬ 
sion as confidence ebbed away. 

Its own number-crunching turned up evidence 
from the 90s downturn that a tighter fiscal poli¬ 
cy could go hand in hand with economic recovery. 

Meanwhile, Peter Skinner - Labour’s MEP 
for the South East - said he recognised the need 
for cuts, but called the CSR “a huge gamble with 
growth and jobs in Kent”.

“It’s an absolute godsend,” he 
said after stepping off his plane en 
route to panto rehearsals.

Airport's upgrading in 
operating status opens 
up 'new opportunities' 


LYDD Airport development plans 
are closer to take-off after an 
upgrade to the site’s operating 
status, writes Steve Loader. 

The airport is currently awaiting 
news of a public inquiry into a 
runway extension and new passen¬ 
ger facilities, but the new Categoiy 
Six rating is expected to boost its 
case - airports are rated globally on 
a scale of 1-10, with 17 of the 
world’s biggest being rated 10. 

The enhanced level of the 
Romney Marsh facility allows it to 
handle a larger class of commer¬ 
cial aircraft, such as the 
Bombardier Dash 8 Q400 and 
other regional airliners carrying 
up to 100 passengers. 

It can also accommodate larger 
and faster transatlantic-capable 
corporate jets such as the 
Gulfstream G550. 

Lydd Airport spokesman Jo 
Oliver said: “Having met strict cri¬ 
teria set down by the Civil 
Aviation Authority (CAA), we now 
have the capability to deal with a 


much wider range and size of air¬ 
craft. This is fantastic news and 
will enable us to attract more 
business. 

“In fact, it’s already opening up 
new opportunities for the airport.” 

The airport satisfied rigorous 
CAA requirements to achieve its 
new category, culminating in its 
annual emergency exercise and 
including ‘Exercise Dash’ to 
test airport operations units’ abili¬ 
ty to work alongside external 
emergency services during a 
major incident. 

Lydd’s senior airport fire officer, 
Paul Fisher, said: “The ‘emergency’ 
scenario involved a Bombardier 
DHC-8-400 aircraft carrying 74 
passengers and four crew, which 
suffered a catastrophic engine 
failure just before take-off. 

“Airport staff, members of 
Friends of Lydd Airport Group 
and local lifeguards played the 
role of the passengers who were 
evacuated to a special ‘survivor 
reception’ area.”

WHILE images of Chilean 
miners returning from 
deep in the earth have been 
beamed around the world, 
today Fm as far from those 
pictures as it’s possible to 
get. 

Standing at the summit of Toco 
volcano, 5,625 metres above sea 
level, I feel as if I’ve just climbed the 
highest mountain in the world. 

Despite the elation, my head is 
pounding and my lungs scream for 
oxygen. 

On high-altitude-hiking in Chile, 
the oxygen-depleted atmosphere 
makes you feel you have the worst 
hangover ever, combined with a 
touch of flu. 

So why go through such an ordeal? 
All around me is the answer: breath¬ 
taking views of the Bolivian 
Altiplano, Argentina and the 
Atacama saltflats. 

Toco, one of the highest peaks of 
northern Chile, is also one of the 
most accessible. You don’t need to be 
related to Sir Edmund Hillary to 
conquer it, just reasonably fit and 
prepared for a bit of discomfort. 

However, I have a confession to 
make. The hike up Toco was eased 
by the fact we were driven to 5,000 
metres before we began hiking. 

After a slow descent, and celebra¬ 
tory beer and sandwiches in the van, 
we returned to base camp - the 
sumptuous Tierra Atacama hotel. 

On the edge of San Pedro de 
Atacama, a picturesque village in the 
high plains of northern Chile, the 
hotel calls itself “an adventure spa”. 

Here guests can combine the 
active enjoyment of the desert - 
without sacrificing pampering time. 

Built to blend with its surround¬ 
ings, the hotel is made of local mate¬ 


rials and each room has stunning 
views. Every morning I opened my 
curtains to see two volcanoes. 

Every room is en suite and comes 
with a luxurious four-poster bed, 
sunbathing terrace and even an out¬ 
door shower. 

After you’ve chilled out, it’s time to 
sit and enjoy Chile’s national drink, 
a pisco sour, beside an open fire and 
plan the next day’s activities, or 
indulge yourself in a spa treatment. 

The hike up the volcano is one of 
many options from the hotel. Other 
adventures include biking through 
Devil’s Canyon, visiting dramatic 
geysers and 900-year-old cacti, 
horse-riding, hiking through Death 
Valley and birdwatching. 

After my Toco adventure I opted 
for a hike through Death Valley to 
see flamingos feeding at sunset. 

Death Valley was named by a 
Belgian explorer after the planet 
Mars. But instead of calling it Valle 
de Martes, he incorrectly pronounced 


it Valle de la Muerte - meaning 
death - and the name stuck. 

The name is fairly appropriate, 
however. Little life is visible as you 
walk through a moon-like valley 
with spectacular twisted rock forma¬ 
tions and sand dunes. 

The flamingo trip to the Salar de 
Atacama was also memorable. 

Leaving the hotel by van at 
3.30pm, we went south, via the vil¬ 
lage of Toconao, famous for its fruit 
trees and historic bell tower, before 
heading to the saltflats. 

Here flamingos feed on the tiny 
pink shrimps that give them their 
colour. As the sun sets, the region is 
bathed in a fantastic purple light as 
birds gather in large numbers. 

The soft gurgle of running water 
intermingles with bird cries. 

Every so often a group of flamin¬ 
gos rises into the air to seek another 
place in which to feed, against the 
dramatic backdrop of surrounding 
volcanoes and the setting sun.

AS the song Killer by Seal says, 'It’s 
loneliness that’s the killer’. 

If I were to know what one single reason is 
responsible for very small businesses giving 
up, I’d guess it was being on your own! It can 
be really demotivating, demoralising, and ulti¬ 
mately, the death of your business. 

‘A problem shared is a problem halved’, is 
what my dad used to say. And there is a psy¬ 
chological and scientific basis for this belief. 

Human beings are herding animals. We like 
and need to be in families, groups, teams and 
communities. 

Launching and running your own small 
business is often so far away from this natural, 
desired state that it causes major problems 
around things like self-esteem, confidence and 
the ability to keep-on, keeping-on. 

Never having worked for another living soul, 
I have frequently been in the undesirable 
place that is: ‘on your own, mate!’ So how do we 
deal with this? What can you do that will 
ensure your survival - emotionally that is? 

In the early days of any new business, it’s 
extremely unlikely that you will afford ‘other 
people’, and this will mean that going to work 
is a solitary experience: one that for many is a 
new feeling, and a new way of operating. 

Eventually, if one is successful and can afford 
to start employing other people, the loneliness 
can disappear, but is often replaced by that 
other OMG of business, ‘I’m not just responsi¬ 
ble for managing myself, but now I have to 
manage someone else as well!’ Paradoxically 
though, this can also lead to an even greater 
feeling of loneliness. 

Recently, a client of mine wanted help 
because although he has a team of staff that

carry out the practical work his business provides, 
he is often overwhelmed with a feeling of ‘them’ 
and ‘me’. Merely the responsibility can make him 
feel he’s on his own. His staff is depending on him 
for eveiything. So what’s the solution? 

Well, I thought I’d give you a couple of ideas, but 
first, let’s look at the reason we don’t like to be on 
our own - at least not all the time. One of our fun¬ 
damental needs is connection with other people. 

We’re not talking about deep relationships, just 
those that make us feel better about ourselves. In 
business, we don’t need to be everyone’s best friend 
but we do need to have colleagues with whom we 
can share and discuss ideas and experiences or just 
people we can learn from or look up to. 

The important thing in all of this is ‘conversa¬ 
tion’. I use the word conversation because it has 
to be two-way. 

So, as a caveat to this approach, decide that in 
seeking out any new relationship, your intention 
will be to give and share your ideas, your time 
and yourself. If you look selfishly, then chances 
are you’ll lose more than you gain. 

Vital Friends 

In Tom Rath’s book, Vital Friends, he reminds 
us that in business historically ‘people develop¬ 
ment’ has been in two areas: personal, or develop¬ 
ing the individual; and developing the team or 
group or department. Vital Friends gives clear 
evidence of why developing one-to-one relation¬ 
ships - and viewing them as such - is so valuable, 
not just in terms of the ‘feel-good’ and job satisfac¬ 
tion factor, but in terms of bottom line profitabili¬ 
ty and low staff turnover. So, here are three of 
twelve) types of people that you could benefit 
from a relationship with if you suffer from The 
Loneliness of the Entrepreneur. 

1. People who are already successful in 
your sector. Yes, this can mean competitors. Seek 


out a relationship with someone you admire who is 
already successful. This can seem scary at first, hut 
what I’ve found over the years is that people love to 
he asked for advice. It’s flattering and if you can 
find a mentor who will share their ‘time’ with you, 
either on the phone or face to face, then you will 
never he lost for ideas or motivation. I have two 
mentors at the moment, both of whom I can freely 
email or phone whenever I want - fantastic! 

2. Connectors. If you go networking, you’ll 
know that there are those people who know every¬ 
one. Those are the people who we call connectors 
and you know what? They’ll connect you with other 
people if you ask and so build your anti-loneliness 
network. If you don’t currently go networking, then 
START TODAY. There is no other more profitable 
way of building the relationships that can and will 
(if done professionally) transform your fortunes. 

3. People who sing your praises. These may 
be clients who love what you do - or your mum! 
They’ll shout your name from the rooftops and 
talk about how brilliant it is to do business with 
you. I know that I have often ignored these ‘fans’ 
as a great source of connection. Now that I regu¬ 
larly phone them and ask how they’re doing and 
what do they think I could do next with my busi¬ 
ness idea, I get so many ‘problems’ sorted for me. I 
no longer have to do all the work myself. 

This is just three of a list of twelve types of peo¬ 
ple to connect with. And if confidence is your issue 
because you don’t feel comfortable about making 
these kinds of friendships, then give me a call.

I’m afraid your rhetoric about ‘forensic, 
relentless focus on growth’, and your planned 
£81bn of relentless cuts, are distractions from 
our main challenge today: our broken finan¬ 
cial system. 

Well-targeted cuts in public spending are 
necessary but UK PLC will only prosper if we 
re-invent banking to serve customers and the 
wider economy ahead of bankers and their 
shareholders. 

Nouriel Roubini, who predicted the credit 
crash, has explained what all can see, the ‘ele¬ 
phant in the room’: Banks are deemed too big 
to fail and “it’s back to business as usual, lots 
of leverage, lots of risky investments and 
return to high profits based on subsidies by 
the government, bonuses, salaries - you name 
it. So we’re planting the seeds of the next 
financial asset bubble.” 

And the cost to Britain? Well, apart from 
the billions lost in industrial output, 
profits/taxes and jobs, a Bank of England offi¬ 
cial estimates the subsidy to British banks 
over the last three years at an annual aver¬ 


age £59bn (see Financial Times leading arti¬ 
cle 22/10/10). And the financial markets 
expect a further £50bn from ‘Quantitative 
Easing 5 early next year. This money will not 
aid the real economy, simply bankers will use 
it for proprietary speculation. 

No wonder you need to show our interna¬ 
tional creditors that we are cutting public 
spending so hard. If, compared with your 
£81bn savings, £50bn-£60bn gets squandered 
on QE every year, our creditors are rightly 
sceptical. It is time for constructive action, not 
rhetoric to hide the lack of an effective strate¬ 
gy to re-finance the economy. 

Business needs this re-financing. 
September’s Trends Report by the Bank of 
England shows net lending to businesses 
falling for the past two years. Some large 
companies may be coping, but the British 
Chambers of Commerce Quarterly Economic 
Survey for Q3 2010 reports a marked slow¬ 
down in the pace of growth. 

If private enterprise is to lead us through 
this recession, firms need adequate tools 
including access to sensible credit. Only then 
can they flourish to create jobs and economic 
growth.

Minister to re-evaluate the business finance 
sector following the Spending Review 



The Federation of Small Businesses’ half- 
yearly survey for Kent shows that owner- 
managers tend to hang onto their staff, even 
when sales and confidence are down; whilst as 
sales pick up, confidence and hiring recover 
very slowly. So fostering small businesses 
maintains jobs. Moreover, this doesn’t stoke 
inflation: most businesses forego some profit¬ 
taking to build future growth. 

So, Britain must establish alternative insti¬ 
tutions to the banks. We must make it attrac¬ 
tive to invest in productive, real-economy UK 
businesses for those with spare cash. High- 
eamers will be looking to replace the pensions 
tax allowance to be slashed from April. Please 
consider extending tax relief to convertible 
loans, not just equity participation. 
Entrepreneurs don’t need co-founders, but co- 
funders. 

Enlist institutions with sufficient ‘reach’, as 
well as stable cash-flow. Include mutuals such 
as Building Societies and businesses whose 
principal activity is not finance (eg supermar¬ 
kets) that lend at realistic interest rates. 
Consider devoting one or more of our state-spon¬ 
sored banks to traditional banking services. 

This strategy lets big banks focus on their 


global investment business, generating tax 
for the Exchequer whilst paying themselves 
what they please. No need to demerge their 
investment and retail arms to undo “Big 
Bang”. We’d regain an effective supply side in 
commercial banking, without excluding big 
banks from competing or diminishing their 
scope to service the cash-rich. 

We all want stable growth to support 
healthy public finances. This requires a 
healthy stock of businesses able to invest in 
their productive capacity. But they can’t do it 
on the unrealistic credit terms set by big 
banks whose overriding cash worries and 
short-termist ambitions continue to hi-jack 
government policy. 

Please act to re-establish a diverse banking 
sector, where institutions unencumbered by 
the dodgy mortgage “albatross” can compete 
and prosper. 

All of us - not just the big banks - need 
access to realistic credit at affordable rates.

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The market for such goods has expanded but 
it does mean there is more competition partic¬ 
ularly the big DIY chains.

parking assistance and all-wheel drive. 

The engine line-up is all turbocharged - 
what did you expect from the turbo master 
brand? - and includes a 1.6-litre petrol unit 
that concedes little in performance to the 
slightly dearer diesel entry model, though fuel 
consumption is markedly inferior. 

The 160PS (157bhp) 2.0-litre TiD Vector SE 
diesel we tested feels heavy and, like standard 
versions of the Insignia - not as nimble as you 
come to expect from BMW and Audi rivals. 

But the ride comfort and long-distance cruis¬ 
ing ability is impressive, with loads of space 
for those in the back and a massive boot. 

The cabin isn’t gaudy or innovative, but just 
carefully laid out in the Saab way; aficionados 
like to think Saab dashboards can trace their 
lineage back to the aviation parent company. 

The powertrain and six-speed auto gearbox 
matches this refinement and the front-end 
styling won’t let you down in the office car park. 

I think the designer’s hand strayed a little 
towards the rear of the car, but this opinion 
started a lively debate whenever I raised it 
with colleagues, so it’s one of those “beauty is 
in the eye of the beholder” motors.

Rise in property prices 
damage chance of sale 

ASKING prices for UK property rose by 
three per cent during October, research 
shows. 

The average home for sale has seen an 
increase in price of just over £7,000, 
according to property website Rightmove. 

For the past three months the housing 
market suffered falling prices and the 
number of homes on the market is 
remaining close to an all-time high. 

The research indicates that sellers are 
refusing to adjust to these new market 
conditions. 

Rightmove explained that what it 
called “bullish pricing” is typical of the 
autumn property market and vendors 
often struggle to react to both new stock 
and market changes. 

The property portal also indicated that 
many sellers are likely to be disappoint¬ 
ed as evidence shows that high prices can 
damage chances of selling the property. 

Miles Shipside, director of Rightmove, 
said: “It is a sign that many sellers are 
not experiencing high levels of financial 
stress, but can’t afford to accept a lower 
price if they are to make their sums 
stack up for the next move.” 

Drop in number of high 
end homes on market 

THE value of the UK’s most expensive 
properties has fallen by 1.5 per cent 
over the past year, figures from 
Primelocation.com have revealed, despite a 
slight decrease in the availability of stock. 

Top value homes in Kent did not fare 
as badly as those in other parts of the 
UK, according to market analysts. 

London saw the biggest monthly falls 
in value for the highest-end stock, drop¬ 
ping by 2.4 per cent between August and 
September 2010, while prime properties 
in Wales fell by 5.8 per cent over the year. 

Primelocation.com believes the two 
main reasons for falling values are fewer 
wealthy individuals looking to buy 
property from abroad, as well as higher 
taxes prompting more of the UK’s rich to 
emigrate. 

■ SALES of properties worth £1 million 
and over have risen by 118 per cent in 
the past year, according to new figures 
from Halifax. 

Although sales over £1 m represent a tiny 
proportion of the UK property market as a 
whole, shares of all sales have risen from 
0.5 per cent in the first six months of 2009, 
to 0.9 per cent in the same period of 2010. 

A spokesman said: “The increase reflects 
the weakness in sterling and the relatively 
strong housing market in the south east.”

150,000 new homes as part 
of reforms to social housing 

THE Government has cut the 
social housing budget by more 
than 50 per cent, from £8.4 billion 
over the previous three-year period 
to £4.4 billion. 

However, it says that it will invest £4.5bn in 
150,000 new affordable homes over the spend¬ 
ing review period. 

It will also carry out a major reform of social 
housing in this country, said Chancellor 
George Osborne while outlining changes made 
in the 2010 Comprehensive Spending Review. 

Included in this reform will be a shift 
in responsibility to local councils and a 
scheme which allows social landlords to charge 
tenants a weekly rent between social and 
market rates. 

In addition, more than £2bn has been 
allocated to the Decent Homes programme,

which improves housing for vulnerable people. 

Other changes include a new cap on Local 
Housing Allowance to single claimants under 
35 who are living in the private rented sector. 

They will now be restricted to the rate for a 
single room in a shared house rather than in a 
one-bedroom property. 

Eric Pickles, communities and local govern¬ 
ment secretary, said: “We have that seen that 
the old system of house building simply did 
not work. 

“We are making the money available and 
delivering the reform to build and upgrade 
thousands of affordable homes for people on 
lower incomes over the next four years.” 

These cuts are likely to attract controversy 
due to plans to subsidise budget cuts by forcing 
those on housing benefit to pay a higher rent.
